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INTRODUCTION 


Origins of the Public Records Division 


When an Archivist was appointed in the Department of 
Agriculture in 1872, he had no responsibility for the records of 
the federal government, normally the major function of a 
national archives. Acquisitions for many years were confined 
to private papers and the records of the governments of 
France and Great Britain. But the preservation of public 
records was not ignored. In 1873 a Keeper of Records was 
appointed in the Department of the Secretary of State to 
arrange the official and historical records of the Government 
of Canada. For many years this official devoted his time to 
indexing the records of Canada East and Canada West. 


In response to the growing concern over the lack of a 
uniform system of keeping records, a Departmental Commis- 
sion on Public Records suggested in 1898 that the activities of 
the Archives Branch of the Department of Agriculture, the 
Records Branch of the Department of Secretary of State, and 
sundry other records offices be centralized in one agency. 
This was done in 1903 when an Order-in-Council made the 
Archives Branch responsible for public records as well as 
private manuscripts. The national archives would collect not 
only the official and historical records of the national 
government, but also documents of private individuals and 
institutions having national historical significance, as well as 
similar records of foreign governments. This concept was 
enshrined in the Archives Act of 1912 that established the 
Public Archives of Canada as an independent department 
responsible for "public records, documents and other historical 
material of every kind, nature and description...." 


Perhaps because of the emphasis of the old Archives 
Branch before 1903, however, the role of public records in the 
new institution was for many years a small one. A Royal 
Commission on Public Records appointed in 1912 recommended 
two years later that no public record could be destroyed 
without the approval of the Treasury Board and that all 
historical public records must be transferred to the Public 
Archives of Canada. Nevertheless, because of the restraints 
imposed by two world wars and the depression, an orderly, 
efficient system of records management was not realized until 
the 1950s. Bills brought before Parliament in 1927 and 1936 
sought to extend the role of the Archives in the field of 
government records, even to the point of the possible creation 
of a separate Public Records Office, but both came to naught. 


After World War II, the situation changed. An inter- 
departmental Public Records Committee was established in 
1945, a fore-runner of the Advisory Council on Public Records 
set up in 1966. Both bodies offered advice on the storage, 
scheduling, microfilming, and general management of federal 
public records. In 1951 the Royal Commission on National 
Development in the Arts, Letters, and Sciences (Massey 
Commission) again stressed the need for a Public Records 
Office. This call for an integrated approach to records 
management and archival preservation was answered by the 
establishment of the Public Archives Records Centre (later the 
Records Management Branch) to coordinate departmental 
records schedules identifying the period of administrative 
value of each public record, to store dormant records, to 
arrange for the orderly destruction of routine records having 
no historical value, and to transfer to the Archives Branch 
those records of potential historical significance. The 
explosion in government paperwork -- the equivalent of fifty 
box-cars full of paper is generated annually -- soon led to the 
creation of Regional Records Centres at Toronto, Montreal, 
Vancouver, Halifax, Winnipeg, and Edmonton. In the 1950s, 
the government's Central Microfilm Unit was also transferred 
to the Public Archives of Canada, thus ensuring the close 
relationship between micrographic creation, records manage- 
ment, and archives. 


All this post-war activity was formalized by the Public 
Records Order of 1966 (P.C. 1966-1749). The Dominion 
Archivist, under the general direction of the Treasury Board, 
received complete authority over the scheduling, destruction, 
and historical retention of all public records. This integrated 
system of records management greatly augmented the acquisi- 
tion rate by the Archives Branch of historical public records. 
During the 1960s more records were accessioned than in the 
previous nine decades combined. The creation of a Public 
Records Section in 1965 mirrored these developments. Eight 
years later, this unit was given increased responsibilities as the 
Public Records Division. 


Responsibilities of the Public Records Division 


The Public Records Division is responsible for the 
appraisal, acquisition, custody, and reference of the unpublish- 
ed historical records created and received by the departments 
and agencies of the Government of Canada since 1867 and of 
some of its predecessors. The records of some other pre- 
Confederation agencies, such as those represented by the 
records in RG 1, 4, 5, and 8, and parts of RG 7 and 14, are the 
custodial responsibility of the Manuscript Division. The 
holdings of the Public Records Division, which occupy 20 
kilometres of shelf space, document all aspects of Canadian 


history from the eighteenth century to the present. These 
holdings take such forms as dockets, files, letterbooks, reports, 
registers, and indexes, and similar types of written and 
typewritten documentation. The Division also coordinates the 
acquisition of other forms of public records -- books, 
pamphlets, maps, paintings, photographs, films, tapes, and 
computerized data -- which are transferred to the divisions 
responsible for their safekeeping: the Public Archives Library, 
National Map Collection, Picture Division, National Photo- 
graphy Collection, National Film Archives, and the Machine- 
Readable Archives Division. 


In meeting its responsibility for ensuring that all depart- 
mental files that have lost their administrative usefulness are 
examined and that records with actual or potential historical 
research value are transferred to the Archives Branch on a 
regular and continuing basis, the Public Records Division works 
closely with the staff of the Records Management Branch as 
well as with departmental records managers. Increasingly, the 
Division is performing the same functions for a growing 
number of crown corporations and commissions of inquiry. 
With the accelerating pace of government decentralization, it 
is also assessing the historical value of regional office records. 
Once the records have arrived, the Division prepares suitable 
inventories and finding aids, provides in-person public service 
and reference, and answers telephone and written inquiries 
concerning the records in its custody. Through protective 
microfilming and physical restoration, it also attempts to 
ensure the conservation of its often fragile holdings. 


The Public Records Division is divided into five sections, 
four which deal directly with historical records and one which 
coordinates the research facilities and services of both the 
Manuscript and Public Records Divisions. 


The State and Military Records Section is responsible for 


the records of those government departments and agencies 
concerned with central government administration or with 
military, defence, and related matters. Of major importance 
are the Orders-in-Council and other records of the Privy 
Council of Canada dating from 1867, the original Sessional 
Papers of Parliament dating from 1916, as well as the records 
of the Treasury Board and the Departments of National 
Revenue and Finance. Those interested in Canada's external 
relations frequently consult the records of the Governor 
General's Office and the Department of External Affairs. The 
military sources include the records of the Department of 
National Defence and its predecessor, Militia and Defence. 


The Trade and Communications Records Section has 
responsibility for the records of those government departments 
and agencies concerned with the promotion and regulation of 
trade, commerce and communications throughout Canada. Of 
special significance are the records of the Department of 
Trade and Commerce and the Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 
Also of interest are the records of the Canadian National 
Railways and all its predecessor companies. Considerable 
research is undertaken among the holdings of the Departments 
of Public Works, Post Office, Marine, Railways and Canals, 
and Transport. 


The Manpower and Social Development Records Section is 


responsible for the records of the departments and agencies 
primarily concerned with Canadian citizens. Considerable 
research is undertaken in the records of the Indian Affairs 
Branch, the Immigration Branch, and the Department of 
Labour. Valuable information is also found in the records of 
the Department of National Health and Welfare, Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation, Habitat Secretariat, Un- 
employment Insurance Commission, and the Company of Young 
Canadians. 


The Natural Resources Records Section is responsible for 
the records created by those agencies primarily concerned 
with the development and regulation of Canada's natural 
resources. Many of the records were generated by the 
Department of the Interior (1873-1936) and its direct succes- 
sors: the Departments of Mines and Resources; Mines and 
Technical Surveys; Energy, Mines and Resources; Environment; 
Northern Affairs and National Resources; and Indian and 
Northern Affairs. The Section is also responsible for the 
records of Agriculture Canada, the National Capital Commis- 
sion, and the National Energy Board. The records: of these 
agencies document government activity concerning fisheries, 
forestry, wildlife, national parks, northern administration, 
surveys and mapping, astronomy, geological exploration, 
atomic power, water resources, energy regulation, and all 
matters relating to Dominion Lands and land patents. 


The Public Service Section coordinates the services of 
both the Manuscript Division and Public Records Division 
regarding the registration of researchers, the retrieval and 
return of material requested by them, the photocopying of 
archival holdings, and the control and interlibrary loan of 
microfilm holdings. 


The Record Group Concept 


The holdings of the Public Records Division are organized 
into separate record groups. The archival record group (RG) is 
generally a body of records of a government department, 
agency, or branch that exhibited administrative continuity 
Over a period of time. The records are related functionally 
and organizationally through common file registry systems. As 
can be seen from the following pages, most record groups are 
confined to single government departments or major branches 
within them. 


Yet the record group has also been applied in several 
other ways. Often, for example, more than one record group 
relates to a specific organizational structure. The Department 
of Indian and Northern Affairs (INA) has three major responsi- 
bilities: native people; national parks and historic sites; and 
the administration of the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 
Major, autonomous units of INA administer these three areas 
and maintain distinct file registry systems, and have done so 
even though these units have shifted through four or five of 
INA's predecessor agencies. These three agencies are orga- 
nized into three record groups: Indian Affairs Branch (RG 10); 
Parks Canada (RG 84); and Northern Administration Branch 
(RG 85). In addition, however, certain functions of INA 
(Deputy Minister's Office, Legal Division, Information 
Services, etc.) relate to all three branches and these common, 
departmental-wide concerns are organized into a fourth record 
group: Indian and Northern Affairs (RG 22). Similar situations 
exist for the Departments of Energy, Mines and Resources (RG 
21), Environment (RG 108), and Manpower and Immigration 
(RG 118). 


But other record groups bring together for convenience 
small bodies of records of a similar nature that have no 
administrative relationship or continuity. Examples are the 
records of the 112 separate Royal Commissions in RG 33 and 
the 37 Boards, Offices, and Commissions in RG 36. Only 
Boards and Commissions of short duration or relatively minor 
importance are grouped in RG 36; more important and lasting 
agencies have been elevated to separate record group status, 
for example, the Board of Grain Commissioners (RG 80), 
National Battlefields Commission (RG 90), National Harbours 
Board (RG 66), and Food Prices Review Board (RG 115). 


The constant evolution of government organization yields 
two trends. On the one hand, as a department expanded with 
new branches and divisions, its records acquired a growing 
complexity that is often reflected, when these records arrive 
in the Public Records Division, by the creation of numerous 
record groups. The records of the Department of the Interior 


(RG 15) are the best example. Although the records of the 
core Dominion Lands Bureau remain in RG 15, the records 
documenting Interior's other functions are widely scattered: 
Indian Affairs (RG 10), Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RG 
18), Forestry (RG 39), Geological Survey of Canada (RG 45), 
Dominion Observatories (RG 48), Immigration (RG 76), Parks 
Canada (RG 84), Northern Administration (RG 85), Mines (RG 
86), Mineral Resources (RG 87), Surveys and Mapping (RG 88), 
Water Resources (RG 89), and Geographical Branch (RG 92). 
On the other hand, separate, independent agencies are some- 
times combined into one and will be grouped into a single 
record group. The records of the Board of Transport 
Commissioners, Marine Transport Commission and Air Trans- 
port Board are all part of RG 46, the Canadian Transport 
Commission -- the body which combined and replaced the 
other three. 


In short, the record group concept is in constant evolution. 
When using this publication, therefore, researchers should bear 
these anomalies in mind and constantly check for cross 
references and organic links among the various record groups. 
This guide describes an existing, constantly changing situation; 
it makes no attempt to standardize the results of past decades 
of archival practice. 


Reference Aids 


In addition to this guide, there are two levels of reference 
aids produced by the Public Records Division to help 
researchers use its holdings: 


l. Inventories. The inventories contain for each series 
heading short administrative histories of the sub-unit or 
individual involved and a brief, general mention of the 
type and nature of the records in the series. Inventories 
also have notes on the administrative history of the 
agency as a whole, information on available finding aids, 
and lists of volumes having access restrictions. Several 
inventories have been published (RG 2, 10, 11, 18, 20, 31, 
55, 64, and 65) and may be obtained free of charge from 
the Division. 


2. Finding Aids. The Division indexes or lists items down to 
the single file as the basic unit. Finding aids take such 
forms as contemporary registers of correspondence and 
indexes to registers, shelf lists, file lists, card indexes, 
and for larger, more heavily used record groups - 
computer-generated subject indexes. 


Research Facilities 


The above reference tools may be used in the Public 
Records Division between 8:30 and 16:45, Monday to Friday, 
during which time archivists are also available for consulta- 
tion. Once a researcher has identified and ordered the 
material desired, he can store it in lockers to be used in the 
Reading Room twenty-four hours per day, seven days a week, 
including statutory holidays. 


To be fair to other researchers and to ensure that records 
are not harmed or lost, no original documents may be borrowed 
for use outside the Archives building. However, the Division is 
committed to extensive microfilming of its holdings in order to 
preserve fragile original records and such _ microfilmed 
material may be borrowed, three reels at a time, through the 
inter-library loan system. Major series available on microfilm 
are noted in the text of this guide.

Access to Government Records 


Access to government records is currently controlled by 
the Access Directive of the Government of Canada. Records 
more than thirty years old are open to the public unless they 
fall into specifically exempted areas. "Exempted records" are 
those whose release would form a breach of faith with a 
foreign government, be contrary to law, violate the privacy of 
any individual, or be detrimental to national security and 
intelligence. In addition, personnel records may only be 
released ninety years after the birth of the individual involved. 
Public records less than thirty years old in the custody of the 
Public Records Division may be consulted with the permission 
of the transferring department. Archivists in the Division can 
assist researchers by providing names and telephone numbers 
of the officials in the various departments who grant access to 
public records. 


Nature and Use of the Guide 


The text of this guide is arranged in order by RG number. 
It is preceded by a subject grouping of record group titles and 
followed by an alphabetical index. The former is naturally 
only a rough categorization in order to aid researchers; the 
various groupings are by no means mutually exclusive. The 
record group entries in the text list the major series or sub- 
groups with their outside dates. "Series" within record groups 


relate to sub-offices or individuals falling under the broader 
agency defined by the record group itself or to types of 
records created by the agency. The series are listed in the 
order in which they appear in the full inventories. The metric 
extent given for the whole record group has been standardized 
through use of a common cut-off date of 31 August 1977. 
Micrographic extents given in the title line are for reels for 
which the Division does not have the original records. 
Micrographic copies of our own holdings are not shown in the 
title line, but at the end of the text of the entry. 


Outside dates refer in all cases to the actual records, not 
the administrative unit. For example, the Mining Lands and 
Yukon Branch of RG 85 existed from 1909-1922, but its 
records date from 1898-1950. The Branch, therefore, incorpo- 
rated some files of predecessor agencies and had some of its 
own files continued by successor agencies. 


Series entries are based on an administrative unit or 
record type, and sometimes a combination of both. Wherever 
possible, however, such terms as "files", "records", "corres- 
pondence", and "letterbooks" have been edited out and the 
administrative units left to stand by themselves, with the 
unwritten implication that it is the records of the unit that is 
referred to. 


The term, "Central Registry Files", should also be clearly 
understood. A Central Registry Office in a government 
agency maintains the file system for the whole department and 
therefore documents all its functions and responsibilities. 
Thus, Central Registry Files are almost always the most 
important series in any record group. In order to comprehend 
the scope of Central Registry Files, a knowledge of the 
creating agency's administrative history, legislative mandates 
(statutes and Orders-in-Council), and major responsibilities is 
necessary. Regrettably supplying such data is beyond the 
present scope of this publication, but researchers may obtain 
information, at least for current federal agencies, from the 


annual publication Organization of the Government of Canada.
